Superintendent's Report. 


The number of scholars registered this year is 153, one less than last 
year; the average attendance has been 97, showing an increase of one 
per cent. over former recérds. 

Thanks are due our former superintendent, Dr. Allen, for the ex- 
cellent start he gave the schools at the opening of the summer term. 

By adhering to the Course of Study the schools are now graded as 
well as can be expected. During the year the number of classes have 
been reduced, and the size of the classes increased. Owing to the 
wide range of ages in the South Village school, it was impossible to 
materially lessen the number of recitations. 

Music, as far as practicable, has formed a daily exercise, and rhetori- 
cals have been given due prominence. 

In the center primary, the last hour each week was spent in teaching 
the little ones to fashion devices from paper and in learning various 
kinds of fancy work. In this, as in every exercise, Miss Mitchell 
showed great patience and aptitude. Could all the schools be farnish- 
ed with some of the many appliances for entertaining as well as in- 
structing the primary scholars, the work of the teacher would be light- 
ened. Models, olocks, straws, etc., can be purchased ata very low 
price, and it cergainly would be money well expended. 


TEACHERS. 


The teachers have earnestly endeavored to bring their schools to a 
high standard of excellence and with good results. 

With one exception, the same teachers have been retained during the 
year. Miss Barrett taught her first termin the Tracy District summer 
school. On Miss Barrett entering the State Normal School, Miss 
Merrill was engaged for the remainder of the school year. Though 
this was her first experience in teaching Miss Merrill was fully equal 
to the position and awakened in her pupils much interest in their stud- 
ies. 

The South Village school was in the charge of Miss Pillsbury, an 
experienced teacher of Wentworth, N. H. She labored faithfully in 
her school. | 
The other teachers have all taught in town before, and are well 
known in their school work. 
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It would be impossible to speak of all the strong points of each 
school, yet I cannot close this report without mentioning the admir- 
able work done in East Village, Derry anc Grout Hill schools, iy 
ially in the line of blackboard work. 

SCHOLARS. 

In nearly every instance the scholars have made commendable 
progress, showing an intelligent interest in their work highly gratify- 
ing to teachers and parerts. 

Many of the more advanced scholars from the difierent parts of the 


town attended the Grammar School at the Center. The classes were © 


large and weil graded. The average age was 17. 

The teacher takes this opportunity to thank the scholars for the 
_ earnestness they showed in their work and for their hearty co-opera- 
tion. 


A winter term of six weeks, supported by subscription but free to 


all, guve the scholars additional opportunity to avail themselves of a 


few weeks’ more school.

In the Centre Primary not a single instance of tardiness is record- 
ed; in the East Village only two for the entire twenty-two weeks. 
These are records of which to be proud. 

Each teacher should urge upon her pupils the importance of a 
clean record; each school should feel just pride in maintaining a high 
standard. Parents can do much to further this work. 
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TEXT BOOKS. 


A change of text books in history having long been desirable, 
Eggleston’s United States Histories were this year introduced into our 
schools; also Harper's series of arithmetic. 

The books owned by the town now number 552. They are as. 
follows:

Hight and one-half dozen writing books and spelling blanks and 
sixty-two slates comprise the school supplies in stock. With the ex- 
ception of a few second and third readers the books are in good con- 
dition.
